c Words on Coins 

The collector -quite an extraordinary fellow! I’ve never been able to figure 
him out myself. What motivates him, and what are his goals? Consider for a 
moment that the collector spends endless hours deciding what to collect and 
why he likes it, planning its acquisition, discovering his sources, scanning 
countless catalogues and references, analyzing why certain items can’t be 
found, and spending money to build a fine collection—of what? Coins, books, 
antiques of all sorts, stamps of course, paintings if you are well heeled, crisply- 
detailed engravings if your funds are like mine, even pencils! Did you know 
that there is a society of pencil collectors in the United States? 

To what end? Self-aggrandizement must be the reason some people collect 
things. Others (many fewer than I once thought) are intrigued by the thought 
that some 400 years ago Shakespeare may have spent this or that coin 
(Shakespeare was a wealthy man and owned many gold coins)-a coin now 
temporarily possessed by a 20th-century collector. Quite a few people collect, 
or rather accumulate, things because age brings increasing value-these are the 
investors, but few can own many rare coins or works of art without catching 
the collecting disease. Then, too, I just read of a Texan who recently paid 
S36.000 for a Colt revolver once owned by Bat Masterson-for it fit into his 
collection of firearms used by American lawmen and outlaws. Here indeed is 
a peculiar collector! 

I’m continually surprised to see a person of quite normal means ordering a 
rare coin for, say, S500 or $1,000. For a time I believed this to be an 
exaggerated price-one that had spiraled from a much more modest level 
simply because of overenthusiasm. But I read only a week or so ago of an 
exceptionally drab rare book—a rare first edition of Edgar Allan Poe s initial 
publication, a mere pamphlet printed for him by a vanity press—selling to a 
university for $123,000. Three paintings have each brought more than one 
million British pounds during the past six years. The only copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible (the first book printed from movable type, about 1455) 
offered for sale within recent memory is priced at $2.5 million. And that 
revolver, barely a hundred years old, for $36,000! A truly rare and desirable 
coin priced under a thousand dollars seems a bargain by comparison. 

So I’m no longer surprised to see a person of ordinary means writing a 
check for $500 to add one more coin to his collection. Who knows what that 
same coin might cost him a year from now? And, after all, it’s part of a 
collection. A single coin is a curiosity. Several are interesting, perhaps worth a 
few moments’ consideration. But a collection—here is a representation of a 
man’s drive toward a goal, the embodiment of what he believes is worth 
having over many other things, the satisfaction of having gathered diverse 
fragments which by themselves possessed small interest but which together 
accumulate into significance. 

But the goal? And the driving force behind it? Here are matters deep 
within the soul, mysteries worth pondering, unknowns as difficult to isolate 
and confine as the ripple across still water. I am always fascinated to learn 
why people think they collect anything. 

Well, on the plane of reality permit me to direct your eyes toward these 
few pages; we’ve attempted to put together a tempting lot of specials for the 
first month of this new year, hoping to help you come a little bit closer to 
that collecting goal of yours—whatever it may be. Possibly the hardest part of 
assembling a publication such as this one is deciding what to offer and then 
what to say about each item. I can’t know why you might want to own a 
Gobrecht silver dollar, or an Indian cent, or a glittering piece of inscribed 
gold. So I choose only to say a few words about each coin’s physical 
properties—and leave the matter of selection up to you. That’s why I hesitate 
to recommend one coin over another. The reasons for wanting one over 
another are diverse, and ultimately private. We hope at least one of these 
special items touches that private motivation!

First American Coin—Extremely Rare 


1616 Sommer Islands shilling. Undated but 
issued by the Bermuda Company about 
1616, making this the earliest of all “United 
States” colonial coins. A fascinating coin, 
too, in and of itself: the obverse depicts a 
hog, one of many which literally infested the 
Bermuda islands while they were a colony of 
Great Britain, for it seems that a few hogs 
were left there by an early party of explorers 
and these few proliferated—the mild climate 
must have delighted them as it has delighted 
hundreds of thousands of modem tourists. 
But back to the olden days: on the reverse 
may be seen (just barely, for nearly all 
known specimens are corroded) an English 
ship of the galleon type in use during the 
early 17th century. The coin is right out of a 
time when pirates ruled the seas in the 
Caribbean. 

Our specimen we grade just Good, even 
though the hog and ship may easily be made 
out, the obverse legend is legible, and in all 
the details visible suggest a higher grade. The 
surface conditions are typical of genuine 
specimens. An extremely rare coin, reduced 
this month from its normal retail of $4900 
to .

Some English coins remain from that list, and a telephone call or note to Judy Cahn, manager of our World Coins 
Department, could well place a lovely English specimen in your collection. 

Beginning with the Hiberno-Norse period the coins of the Emerald Isle display numerous symbols, many of which 
betray the people’s Christian tendencies. Similar to their Saxon and Norman counterparts, silver pennies and 
fractions were issued with the place of issue and a moneyer’s name inscribed. Such medieval pieces as those of Henry 
VIII, Philip and Mary, and the like evoke a certain feeling of timelessness when held. The coins made from bells and 
cannon during the religious war of the reign of James II were to be redeemed for silver specie but were demonetized 
instead after 1691—and these are well represented here, all at a low cost. 

Issues of the Irish Free State, the fauna types, enjoy popularity because of the quality imparted by designer Perry 
Metcalfe and the Irish Mint. Whether you arc from Dubh-linn (Old Irish for “black-pool”) or elsewhere, please glance 
through this offering—we suspect you will spot a ringingly good specimen or two!

Collecting means many things to many people, and I would like to say a 
few words about the concept of collecting as sort of a foreshadow of an 
article I am planning for a future issue of the Rare Coin Review. Investors 
apart (though, even if they begin in coins as pure investors, they often “catch 
the bug”), coin collecting seems to divide itself into two schools. Probably 
the largest school, or group of collectors, is interested in coins for their 
aesthetic and historical values—for the beauty of the coins and their places in 
history. This collector is the person who seeks coins as representations of 
their types—the Indian head cent of James Longacre (so representative of the 
later 19th century), the double eagle (our most massive coin), the walking 
Liberty half dollar of Adolph Weinman (so lovely, a coin whose design 
captures forever the patriotic idealism and the courage in the face of strife 
which characterized the period of World War I through the 1940s), and so 
on—and, finally, this kind of collector comes to the strikingly simple 1793 
half cent of Joseph Wright and similar coins. When the type collector 
approaches the types which are rare as types, he enters the territory of the 
other kind of collector—the person who seeks the rare for its own sake. I call 
the people who make up this group of collectors “the rarity league”—for their 
energies and their experience lead them to a pursuit of things which few other 
people even know exist—let alone have seen or owned. The objects of the 
rarity league are very often not at all pretty; some are even grotesque, or 
oddly shaped, or poorly made. But they are rare! And, more often than not, 
there is a fascinating story behind them, a niche in history which is uniquely 
theirs. If you have a favorite rarity—a rare type or a rare date or mint, from 
the United States or elsewhere—I would enjoy hearing about it and why it 
appeals to you. I’d like to consider adding it to my list of favorite rarities of 
the world and include it in the article I am planning to write. Please let me 
hear from you!

c Words on Coins 

Culture is all. Upon first glance, this might seem to be an extreme 
statement. What does it mean? How can an interest in the products and the 
environment—the culture—of people past and present be “all”? Economists 
tell us that money is everything, that money has always shaped our lives and 
our history, that the things it produces and the environment it influences are 
merely byproducts of the uses of money and the driving force in men which 
it causes. I would like to share some thoughts with you which indicate that 
culture shapes and motivates our lives. If you gain the same beliefs 1 have, 
you can learn to enjoy culture with practically no money; you can even 
collect money itself (coins, currency, etc.) without spending much on it, or if 
you have the means you can explore cultural numismatics without bounds. 
Even the serious investor may find that money becomes a secondary interest 
while he pursues a higher goal. 

That goal, for millions of people worldwide, is culture. Why are so many 
financially prosperous men and women (the kind of people you read about in 
illustrated magazines, many of them from Europe) interested in this thing 
culture—this pursuit of one’s heritage or ancestry? I think that il you answer 
this question you will see the truth of the first statement I made at the top of 
this page: culture is all. Once the basic needs of food, shelter and safety are 
taken care of, the inquisitive and imaginative mind begins to seriously 
investigate the achievements of past peoples. Most people find themselves 
fascinated by their own personal culture—their ancestors—and the culture of 
their own country. The most complex and self-rewarding minds, I feel, 
expand their interest in culture to include other peoples: first, possibly, the 
peoples of the land(s) from which their own ancestors migrated; then, by 
extension, the heritage of the family of mankind. When you have reached this 
stage, something usually happens. Literary people call it an “epiphany”—it’s a 
sudden flooding of the mind with realizations, or a profound understanding. 
And the epiphany which occurs in the study of culture is that the progress of 
the world is really based on it: we go to war because we cannot tolerate 
another country’s culture (its politics, its religion, its ways of behaving); we 
trade with a foreign land because we desire to beneiit from the products of its 
culture (South American coffee beans, Russian caviar, Cuban sugarcane, and 
on and on); our ancestors came to America, perhaps, because they wished to 
be taken into American cultural life they wished to be accepted as plain 
people, to worship as they pleased, to have a chance to strike it rich. All this 
is culture. Keeping it in mind while you go about your daily work will, I 
believe, enrich your appreciation of your and everyone else’s place on this 
planet. 

These pages offer you cultural enrichment. It is our hope that you will stop 
and look at the photos of all the coins offered for sale here. What do the laces 
and emblems on these coins say about their times? For instance, could a 
finely rendered symbol of Liberty in loose-flowing gown appear on an 
American coin today, made for commerce with Red China? Or is it distinctly 
a product of a hundred years ago? Today it seems that simplicity is the 
rule—and that there isn’t enough time, or concern, to cut hundreds of delicate 
feathers on an eagle. It’s simpler just to cut a few lines into a die to suggest 
wings. Think of all that this implies about the great designs on many older 
coins—the great care which went into making them. 

If you collect (or invest in) only coins and/or currency of the United 
States, take a moment or two to consider the merits of other countries’ coins. 
Personally, one of my favorite periods in recent history was that now called 
the Mexican Revolution; between 1910 and about 1920 Mexico underwent a 
series of countryside battles, led by various generals, which turned the course 
of its history. Why not order a coin from this period, or even an earlier time, 
then look up some information in an encyclopedia. I’ll bet you’ll really 
treasure your inexpensive Mexican coin then! 

No matter what you buy, we wish you success in discovering its place in 
your own or someone else’s culture. You should end up richer!

1793 Chain cent with the reverse legend 
abbreviated to read AMERI instead of 
AMERICA. The first variety of United States 
cent from the federal mint at Philadelphia.

A word on grading of paper money. We pride ourselves on accuracy 
and conservatism. When you buy a note from us, whether it be a Very 
Fine or a Choice Crisp Mew, we have graded it along definite, strict 
guidelines. When you purchase properly graded paper money, you’ll 
have no trouble selling it 3 or 5 or 15 years from now! Here’s our 
criteria: (1) Gem Crisp New. Nice as the day it was printed. Plus, good 
centering — a must for this grade. There will be no counting smudges or 
ink spots. And, of course, no folds of ANY kind. Gem notes are rare 
in most large size issues. When one comes along, it’s usually high priced, 
but well worth the outlay. (2) Choice Crisp New. Again, ABOVE 
AVERAGE in all respects. The main difference between Choice and 
Gem is in the centering, which on the Choice may have slightly uneven 
margins. There will be four full white margins, however. None will 
touch the design. Again, no folds or other defects. (3) Crisp New. This 
is an AVERAGE quality note. There may be a counting smudge 
(usually in the upper right corner). No folds. Once in a while a corner 
will get creased. We will mention this . Otherwise you may assume no 
folds. One margin may touch the design. The paper may have aged a 
bit. (4) AU. A central fold is visible (often barely!). This is often a 
major contention and problem area. Years ago. dealers either ignored a 
faint central fold or it wasn’t too critical. They called the note New (or 
Uncirculated). But in today’s quality-conscious market, a fold is a fold 
and takes the note out of the New category. Nearly all original 
crispness is still present on AU notes. (5) Extremely Fine has three 
vertical folds and some crispness. Defects such as pinholes or tiny 
margin tears will be mentioned. (6) Very Fine almost always has. in 
addition to the three vertical folds, a horizontal fold. Crispness will 
probably be absent. Any heavy soiling will be mentioned. 

Hopefully this will help you in deciding which grades to collect! Now 
to the notes (listed first by l'riedberg number).

Bronze Leptons of Pontius Pilate 


When Pilate saw that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, he 
took water and washed his hands before the 
multitude saying, lam innocent of the blood of 
this first person: see ye to it. (Matthew 27: 24)

Pilate, who sentenced Christ to death, these 
crudely struck bronze coins, about 15 mm in 
diameter, are available in two types (you may 
request one or the other, assuming availability):
